An Ordinance made by the Lords and Commons 
in Parliament, for thè maintenance of ſome Preaching 
miniſters in the Cities of Torge, Durham and Carliſle, 
and the Towne of Newcaſtle up Tine, and Towne of 
Barwicke upon Tweede, andin the other Townes and 
Places therein mentioned, out of the reſpective Poſ- 


ſefſions of the Deanes and Chapters of Yorke, Durham, 
and Carliſle. 


> 6) Pereas there is a great want of a pꝛeaching 

2 able Piniſtery in the Noztherne parts of 
this Kingdome, which want hath ben in 
great part occaſioned becauſe in many pla- 
ces, there be very ſmall and inconſiverable 
Wivings, eſpecially in Cities and Townes 
of greateſt impoztance: which the Loavs 
and. Commons now aſſembled in Parlta- 
ment taking into conſideration are very 
deſirous to ſupply in ſome meaſure, doe 
therefoze oꝛder, and it is hereby o2dered and oꝛdained by the ſatdLozds 
and Commons, That there ſhall'be foure able, godlp, and learned 
Divines, to be appꝛoved of by the Reverend Aſſembly of Divines, 
placed in the City of Poʒk, to pzeach in the Cathed2all Church there, 
and in ſuch other Churches ol the ſaid City as the L oꝛd Pajoz and 
Aldermen of the ſaid Ctty oz the majo2 part of them ſhall appoint, 

/ each of which Pꝛeachers ſhall have the perrely maintenance of one 
hund zed e fifty pounds per annum, to 1 yeerly paid unto him ont of the

Hall refide and pꝛeach in the Mown of Caram, each of which P2ea- 


chers ſhall have the yeerely maintenance of one hundzed and fifty 


pounds, to be yeerely patd unto him out of the poſſeſſions of the Deane, 
and Dean and C of Durham, the ſame to be paid at two daies oz 
times in the yrere, that is to ſay, at oz upon the 29 day of September, 
and the 25 day of March, by even and equall poztions, the firſt pay- 
ment thereof to begin from the 29 of September 1644. 
And it is further o2dered and o2dained by the ſaid Lo2vs and Com⸗ 
mons now aſfembled in Parltament,that two godly,able and learned 
445 be alſoapp2oved of by the Reverend Aſſembly of Os, | 
ſhall be ſent infs the County of Cumberland, one of which Divin 
ſhall reſide and pzeach in the Town of Cockermouth in the ſaid county 
of Cumberland, and the other of them ſhall reftde and pzeach in the 
city of Carliſle in the ſaid county of Cumberland , each of which 12

thereof to begin from the 29 of September 1644. 

And it is further ozdained by the ſaid Lozvs and Commons now 
alſembled in Parliament, that one godly, able, and learned Divine 
fo be alſo app2oved by of the Reverend Aſſembly of Divines, ſhall be 
ſent into the county of Weſtmerland. where he ſhall reſide and each 
in the towne of Appleby in the ſatd county of Wettmerland , andſhall 
alſo have the yeerly maintenance of ane hnndzed and fifty pounds to be 
yeerelp Ln unto him out of the poſſeſſions of the Deane and Chap⸗ 
ter of Carliſt-, the ſame to be papd at (wo dates oz time in the pœre, 
that is to ſap, at ozupon the 29 dap of September, and the 25 day of 
Marci, byeven and equall po2tions, the firſt payment thereof to begin 
krom the 29 dap of September 1644. 

And it is further o2dained by the ſaid L. oꝛds and Commons, cht 
the Commiſſioners of Parliament reſiding at Yorke, oz with the 
Army, ſhall from time to time pay the ſaidreſpective ſums of money 
ts the perſon and perſons afozementioned reſpectively, at ſuch dates 
and times, and in ſuch manner as ts befoze expꝛeſſed, foz which this 
pꝛeſent Oꝛdinance ſhall be ta them and every of them a ſufftcien“ 
warrant on that behalfe. P2ovided that this Ozdinance ſhall 8:ely 
continue and be in foꝛce untill both houſes of Parliament ſhall maike 
further Oꝛder therein, and ſhall diſpoſe ol theLands and Revenues 
of the Deane and Chapters in relation to a generalt p2oveſton f̃o the 
a of a pꝛeaching Piniftery thzoughout the whole King- 

ome.
